asking that these rates be put into 
effect. 

It is understood that this petition 
will be filed with the commission 
some, time between December 10 and 
15, and that while the proposed gen- 
éral revision will include many re- 
ductions in rates the increases will 
be much more than sufficient to off- 
set the decreases. Although the rail- 
road figures have not yet been given 
out as to the revision of intrastate 
rates, it is understood that the pro- 
posed revision will result in an aver- 
age increase of some 28 per cént in 
rates upon freight moving inside the 
limits of the state of Georgia. 

The decreases will come upon long 
hauls, while there will be increases on 
short hauls: Some of these increases, 
it is said, will amount to approximate- 
ly 100 per cent. It is also reported 
that Atlanta will suffer by the in- 
creases more than any other one ship- 
bing center in the state.

Officer of Submarine Cried,

New York, November 28.—A Turkish 
submarine stopped the British passen- 
ger ship Barulos in the Mediterranean, 
and after twenty-five persons had been 
drowned, helped rescue many of the 
250 passengers who had gone over- 
board, according to Eleanor Franklin 
Egan, an eye-witness, who arrived to-

Europe, left Piraeus for Alexandria,

the crew of the British steamship 
Sailor Prince, which had been sunk by

“Instantly a wild panic broke loose,” 
said Mrs. Egan. “The four life boats 
were resting in their chocks, while 
swung alongside were the two boats 
in which the men from the Sailor Prince 
had made their escape. 

“Led by the crew and the fireroom 
force, the passengers rushed for the 
boats. Women, unable to go to the 
boats, threw their children into the sea 
and jumped after them. Frightened 
sailors cut the ropes holding the small 
boats, and when the boats crashed into 
the water three of the six were swamp- 
ed and emptied of their. human loads.

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A MISTAKEN POLICY. 

The filing at this time by the railroads 
covering the southeastern territory of notice 
of @ general increase in freight rates, effect- 
ive January 1, 1916, is a mistaken, if not a 
dangerous, policy. 

Announcement, just made, of the filing of 
this notice with the interstate commerce 
commission has aroused the merchants of 
Atlanta through the Atlanta Freight bureau, 
to an organized protest against the proposed 
increase, and they have already employed 
counsel to represent them in the determined 


It is unfortunate that this application for 
a general increase in freight rates should 
come at this time. The railroads of the 
south and southeast have weathered the 
storm of political demagogy and, follow- 
ing that, the depression resulting from the 
European war, better than the raſlroads of 
any other section of the United States. They 
have suffered from these conditions, it is 
true; but so has every other line of business, 
and, considering conditions which for several 
years past have affected the entire country, 
they have had no more, and probably less, 
than their share of misfortune in the direc- 
tion of decreased income. 

: It seems, therefore, a serious mistake for 
the railroads of the southeast to attempt to 
enforce and justify a general rate increase 


at a time when conditions of returning pros- 


perity are paramount, and there are rapidly 
accumulating indications of a better feeling 
between the people and the corporations, 
more particularly the railroads. With any- 
thing like satisfactory business conditions 
which are gradually returning, and the early 
realization of which every one now antici- 
pates, the railroads of this territory should 
prosper under the present system of freight 
rates in greater degree than ever before. We 
are told in the dispatches that every railroad 
in the United States of any consequence has 
recently been forced to add materially to its 
equipment in order to handle current busi- 
ness; and, more than that, that the demand 
tor freight cars is greater than ever before 
in the country’s history. |

PRACTICAL DEFENSE. 

The Constitution publishes today the first 
of a series of three articles from Congress- 
man William Schley Howard, of the fifth, 
dealing with the widely discussed problem 
of the national defense from an intensely 
practical standpoint. The other articles, 
presenting the situation from the viewpoint 
of combined economy and efficiency, will 
follow in The Constitution of Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

In his first article Congressman Howard 
clearly indicates one of the impelling rea- 
sons for failure to build a more adequate 
defense than we now have. This is the po- 
litical extravagance which has characterized 
both army and navy; and particularly the 
constant raids upon the national treasury to 
meet pension payments, which now aggre- 
gate $173,000,000 annually, more than half a 
century after the close of the civil war. 

This political extravagance has also been 
of the “pork barrel” variety in the erection 
of unnecessary army posts and stations 
purely to satisfy local clamor. It has, like- 
wise, created what is known as the “swivel 
chair admiralty,” a term applied to officers 
retired early to make room for promotions, 
and many of whom have never had a real 
command at sea in their lives. 

Extravagant policies of this sort are nat- 
urally calculated to detract from the popular- 
ity of proposals to increase army and navy, 
and have no doubt operated materially 
against it in the past. In any event, they 
have absorbed moneys which might have 
gone into the upbuilding. of an actual system 
of defense. : 

But, regardless of past extravagance, 
events in Europe have so impressed the 
people of the United States with the im- 
portance of adequate plans of defense that 
there is popular demand today for improve- 
ment along reasonable and economical lines 
to the extent necessary for our safety and 
security. 

Congressman Howard shows that the 
American navy today, ship for ship, and gun 
for gun, is greater than that of Germany, 
and second only to that of England. How- 
ever, the problem of division of the navy 
between Atlantic and Pacific is an important 
one with which we have to contend. More 
than anything else the European war has 
demonstrated the defensive power of the 
submarine, and we have here the possibility 
ot an economical, and at the same time an 
efficient, method of naval extension. The 
value of the fast armored cruiser is, of 
course, an important factor; but it is un- 
questionably submarines and vessels of the 
smaller type in which the American navy is 
most deficient.

Editor Cohstitution: The question of 
national defense seems to be paramount in 
the minds of the American people, if the 
press reports are indicative of public senti- 
ment. 

It is to be regretted that our country 
seems to be dividing into two distinct faec- 
tions, to wit: Irrational and ruinous prepar- 
edn and no preparedness. Some of our 
citizens are worked up to the “cold shivers” 
stage, and believe that Japan or Germany, 
or even Villa, will come over under the cover 
of darkness and take our country from us 
and place us in everlasting bondage. 

Others can see only a “battle of roses” in 
the future. How sublime would such & 
future be! But the great nations of the 
earth, locked in deadly combat, are not fight- 
ing such a battle. The most scientific, the 
most destructive engines of death and devas- 
tation are being used for the annihilation 
of the white race. 

If I shall be permitted to do so, I would 
like to present to the country the real sit- 
uation as to national defense as it exists; 
that is to say, our present state of prepared- 
ness, the cost of our military establishment, 
its efficiency and weaknesses, the wasteful 
and inefficient administration, where we have 
thus far been led and where we must stop. 

Let us for the moment eliminate the com- 
mercialism of war and the preparation for 
war. Let me speak to those of our citizens 
who go to the fields, the shops, the stores 
and the mills, humming the national anthem: 


“My country, tis of thee, 
Sweet land of liberty, 
Of thee I sing.“ 


There should be a complete divorce from 
politics so far as our national defense is 
concerned. Certainly this is one question 
we can debate and settle, as a whole nation, 
without prejudice or bias as to party affilia- 
tions, section or class. 

x Two Things Demonstrated. 

The present titanic European struggle has 
demonstrated beyond the cavil of doubt two 
things: That no amount of preparedness 
is any insurance against war; that no nation 
can concludé when it is adequately prepared, 
for it can have no assurance beforehand with 
what nation the breach may occur. 

So we may as well concede that we can 
not purchase perpetual peace with munitions 
of war and battleships. So also, unless 
we are endowed with supernatural foresight, 
we cannot determine which nation will en- 
gage us in war. 

Therefore, there are but two policies to 
pursue: Prepare to such an extent that we 
expect to meet all of the great world powers 
at once; or, prepare our nation for war in 
such manner that we can arm, equip and 
muster into service with reasonable rapidity 
@ percentage of our citizens who have been 
trained in military tactics and strategy, suf- 
ficient to repel an attack from a first-class 
world power. 3 

Preparation for war is the most expensive 
of all governmental activities. This is true 
even when the most scrupulous ecoriomy is 
practiced. It seems almost impossible to 
eliminate the spirit of commercialism from 
dominating any propaganda for preparedness. 
In fastening its fangs into our program for 
preparedness it appeals to political ends to 
meet its demands, and when this condition 
exists we go headlong into foolish and waste- 
ful extravagance without any regard for effi- 
ciency and effectiveness. 

Politics, inch by inch, crept into our pen- 
sion system, until candidates for congress 
in certain states of the union make the amount 
that can be*gotten from the treasury for 
the old soldier the sole issue of the cam- 
paign. You can see to what extent we have 
been led in profligacy in granting pensions 
by the sum annually appropriated fifty-one 
years after the civil war. This year we 
appropriated, in round numbers, $173,000,000. 
This one annual appropriation equaled the 
amount paid in five years by all the other 
nations of the earth up to the outbreak of 
the European war. In the war with Spain 
our enlisted strength amounted to 215,000 men, 
Our losses from killed and wounded did not 
exceed two hundred men. Fifteen years after 
this war one out of every seven had success- 
fully connected himself with Uncle Sam's 
payroll for the balance of his natural life. 


A Million a Year Abroad. 


Actually, we send over a million dollars 
abroad every year to pay foreigners pensions, 
natural citizens of other countries, who no 
doubt received large bounties to enlist in 
the United States army for service. 

We have lost sight of the only legitimate 
reason for the payment of a pension to a 
citizen who fought for his country, to wit: 
Indigency and wounds. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of men of means, who have every com- 
fort and luxury, who are free from wounds 
or diease, annually draw their pension from 
the treasury. 

Has not this system instilled in the hearts 
and minds of our citizenry a mercenary rather 
than a patriotic conception of an American 
soldier? a 

From all sides we hear the command, in- 
crease our navy; increase our standing army. 
Very well. How many more superdread- 
naughts, dreadnaughts, battle cruisers, scout 
cruisers, torpedo destroyers and submarines 
do we need? Who will assume this respon- 
sibility? None of our naval experts have 
laid the keel for such a program. 

Seventy-one cents of every dollar we col- 
lected in revenue from all sources in 1914 
went for army, navy and pensions. 

In 1913 our ordinary expenditures were 
$682,000,000, of which $160,000,000 were mili- 
tary, $133,000,000,. naval, $175,000,000 military 
pensions, making¥a total of $468,000,000. 

The most unpopular act of the democratic 
party was the special war tax act, made 
necessary by the decrease in customs duties 
on account of Buropean conditions. The 
maximum this law sought to raise was one 
hundred million dollars. Letters are pouring 
into congressmen and senators asking that 
this law be not re-enacted. What will the 
people say when they are as to contribute 
four to five hundred million for an indefinite 
period? ; 

Taxpayers Pay fer It All. 

It“ takes a most blatant demagogue to 
preach a doctrine to the people that the 
federal government is a great far-away-frop- 
the-folk benevolent association. The truth 
is the taxpayers pay for every benefit they 
derive from the national government, and 
pay the “top of the market” every time. The 
farmer pays for his rural delivery service; 
the merchant pays for his city delivery serv- 
ice; we pay for the boll weevil experts, the 
cattle tick “pickers,” the farmers’ bulletins, 
and last, but not least, senatorial filibusters. 
They all cost money—-lots of money—and

see if this is true. We have thirty-nine bat- 
| tleships, fifteen armored cruisers,’ ten moni- 
tors, making sixty-four armored ships in all. 
Germany has thirty-nine battleships and six- 
teen cruisers, making fifty-five armored ships. 
Figuratively speaking, our ships would make 
a line sixteen miles long and Germany's 
would be twelve miles long. 
Gun Ferce Is ‘What Counts. 

This in fact proves but little as to the 
naval strength of either Germany or the 
United States. Gun force is what counts in 
naval engagements. Judge Witherspoon, of 
Mississippi, one of the most painstaking, 
thoroughly informed men in congress, made 
a minute scientifiCc comparison of the gun 
forces of our country and Germany. Here is 
what he said: 

“We have on our battleship fleet 492 
guns, on our dreadnaught fleet 144 guna, 
on our armored cruisers 264 guns,gand 
on our monitors 26, making a total of 
926 guns on the armored vessels of our 
navy. Germany has 380 guns on her bat- 
tleship fleet, 202 on her dreadnaughts, 
255 on her armored cruisers, making a to- 
tal of 837, showing that we have in num- 
ber of guns 89 more guns on our armored 
vessels than there are on the armored 
vessels of the German navy.” 

To make a long story short, every armor- 
ed vessel we have in our navy is superior in 
gun force to every vessel in the German navy, 
ship for ship. This statement was true 
until the launching of the New York and 
Oklahoma, as the last two dreadnaughts of 
the German navy carried sixteen 15-inch 
guns, which were larger than any guns we 
carried until the New York and Oklahoma 
were launched. 

Of course, the American people have not 
been taken into the confidence of the navy 
department, and they have made no effort to 
correct the fugitive statements made by the 
magazines and through the press about the 
woeful condition of our navy. 

Thé following comparison of expenditures 
of the United States and Germany, taken from 
official documénts, might be interesting to 
those who want to know facts: 

From 1904 to 1912, inclusive, the United 
States expended on her naval establishment 
$1,079, 434,210.49. Germany, during the same 
period, expended $668,316,799. It is true our 


the world. So are our enlisted men, but 
one-fifth of all expenditures is said to be a 
correct basis to figure pay allowances for 
officers and men, so Germany paid as much in 
proportion to her appropriations as we paid 
in the United States to our officers and men. 

By a dollars and cents comparison we 
should have much mere to show for our ex- 
penditures than we have, and it is only an 
evidence that an economic reorganization 
of our navy is necessary. 

In the face of the actual facts as to our 
naval power, we have the losses being in- 
curred each week by the other great naval 
powers of the earth. By the process of 
elimination we are gaining daily in naval 
strength. In addition to this, the appropria- 
tion of the last congress was the largest in 
the history of the navy. 

What Submarine Has Done. 

Fifteen months have elapsed since Europe 
fired her first gun. Not a single naval en- 
gagement of any note has taken place. The 
submarine has put the tremors in all the 
crews of the nations engaged. The mighti- 
est and fleetest of battleships and cruisers 
have been their victims. 

The great trouble with our navy has 
been that it was “top-heavy.” We as a na- 
tion went wild in 1907 on the super-dread- 
naught type of vessel, until one of our great 
naval experts, testifying before a commit- 
tee of congress, stated that if we were to 
become engaged in a naval battle with one 
of the great powers we would have to bring 
in nine of our most formidable battleships 
and protect them from destruction with our 
coast or harbor defenses. Why? Because 
our experts had failed to provide the neces- 
sary auxiliaries to accompany our dread- 
naughts, destroyers, scout cruisers, cruisers 
and submarines. The very large appropria- 
tion carried in the present bill for naval 
defense corrects and provides for the neces- 
Sary auxiliary ships, making our first line 
effective and balanced. 

Another strange condition that can only 
be explained by the naval officers themselves 
but I have never seen any attempt Te such 
explanation: On twenty-one battlesHips in 
our fleet we are considerably ovér 5,000 men 
short, although the pay of our enlistéd men 
is as high or higher than the pay of any 
other nation on earth, and their allowance 
much more liberal. There is a reason. Ask 
any old enlisted man. One reason why we 
cannot enlist men in the American navy 
easily except in times of panic is that more 
court-martials reach the judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office for petty offenses than go to the 
same office from the largest navy on earth, 
Secretary Daniels has devoted much time and 
study to the enlisted men and has done, and 
is doing, much to stimulate entistment. 

Not Enough Enlistments Now. 

It might be interesting to know that this 
year a prominent ex-naval officer, a member 
of the naval committee of the house, seriously 
urged congress to build as rapidly as Ger- 
many and Japan together, or construct six 
capital ships or super-dreadnaughts a year. 
Yet, with our present program, with the 
most alluring posters and the most convincing 
recruiting. officers, we cannot persuade 
enough American boys to enlist in our navy 
to man our ships. As it is now, an Anglo- 
Saxon American would stand aghast if he 
could hear an assembly roll called on one of 
our ships. Really this would be most enlight- 
ening to our people. 

The American boy revolts at being made 
a “lackey boy” for officers, to do menial 
service, when he sees plainly written in the 
army-navy regulations a prohibitive clause 
against it. 

Attend a polo game, or any social func- 
tion in Washington, and see with your own 
eyes the character of service an American 
soldier is called upon to perform under the

To Prevent Evasion. 

The preliminary bill has been draft- 
ed so as to prevent any evasion of its 
intent on the part of the companies 
and corporations by concealing their 
profits through bookkeeping or distri- 
bution. Before the law goes into effect 
those companies seeking to evade its 
provisions will be compelled to take 
from their surplus profit in succeeding 
years, to bring the reserve up to the 
required figure. The measure pre- 
scribes as “war years” the business year 
wherein January 10, 1914, falls on the 
two succeeding years. The normal 
profit of a company or corporation is 
figured on the basis of the average 
profits of the three years preceding the 
war and half of all profits above that 
must go in the special reserve fund. 

Foreign companies, includnig Ameri- 
can corporations doing business in Ger- 
many, come within the operation of the 
law, but only to the extent of their 
profits made on German business. 

Not te Exceed 50 Per Cent. 

The law gives no intimation on how 
much of the war profits the state will 
demand in taxation beyond indicating 
that they will not exceed 50 per cent.

“Among these great mountains are con- 
ceded some of the loveliest places in Eu- 
rope; for instance, the soaring zigzag way to 
Stelvio pass and the serpentine Mendel road 
are two famed routes for motor mountain 
climbing in south Tyrol. Some of the most 
beautiful thoroughfares in Switzerland are 
not open to motorists, and elsewhere in Eu- 
rope's mountain country there are few such 
excellent roads to be found as those (first 
started by the great Napoleon and later im- 
proved by the Austrians). On many stretches 
along these mountain avenues are long sec- 
tions of solid masonry, tunnels to guard 
against avalanches (not unlike our snow- 
sheds on the Northern Pacific railroad); in 
other places the gsoads, blasted through 
rock, creep up barren cliffs, and, beyond an 
outside rail of stone, the sheer mountain
